Notwithstanding  the  general  depression  of  business 
here,  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  country,  our  city,  both 
in  population  and  business,  holds  her  own,  right  valiantly. 
The  increase  in  population  has  been  a trifle  more  the  last 
year  than  for  the  year  previous,  and  keeps  up  well  in  com- 
parison with  the  average  of  increase  for  the  last  decade  of 
years.  We  count  in  our  Directory,  to-day,  10,752  names 
of  citizens  and  firms,  against  10,083  last  year,  and  we  copy 
here  the  record  of  the  years  since  1859-60,  since  which 
time  the  Directory  has  been  an  unbroken  yearly  publica- 
tion, and  under  its  present  management : — 1859-60,  3,971 ; 
1860-61,4,481;  1861-62,4,607;  1862-63,5,771;  1863-64, 
6,181;  1864-65,  6,924;  1865-66,  6,558;  1866-67,  6,652; 
1867-68,7,509;  1868-69,7,495;  1869-70,  7,635;  1870-71, 
8,386;  1871-72,  8,716;  1872-73,  9,395;  1873-74,  10,083  ; 
1874-75,  10,752,  showing  an  increase  each  year  over  the 
preceding  one,  excepting  the  years  of  1865-66  and  1866— 
67,  when  the  number  dropped  off  a few  hundred,  but 
1867-68  more  than  made  up  for  the  deficiencies  of  those 
years,  and  since  1868  the  growth  has  been  very  steady 
and  promising.  Eating  at  3 1-2  persons  to  a name,  which 
is  the  generally  accepted  basis  for  enumeration,  and  we  have 
37,626  as  the  present  population  of  our  city,  and  at  three 
to  a name — the  lowest  figure  made  by  any  Directory  pub- 
lishers— we  have  32,250.  This  last  is  certainly  a safe  and 
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an  under  rather  than  an  overestimate,  and  should  the 
hoped-for  revival  of  business  have  early  realization,  the 
centennial  year  of  our  counfay  will  find  Springfield  shel- 
tering 40,000  people,  with  room  around  the  edges  for 
40,000  more. 

Building  is  not  as  brisk  the  present  season,  as  in  former 
years,  but  is  by  no  means  at  a stand-still.  A goodly  num- 
ber of  houses  are  going  up  on  the  residence  streets,  and  in 
the  suburbs  of  the  city,  and  the  business  streets  are  also 
having  valuable  acquisitions  in  the  way  of  blocks  and 
stores,  and  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  present  hopeful  out- 
look as  to  business  in  the  near  future,  we  shall  doubtless 
add  largely  to  this  latter  class  of  buildings.  Real  estate,  as 
in  all  other  cities,  is  not  as  lively  an  article  as  it  has  been 
for  a number  of  years,  but  holds  its  own  remarkably  well, 
and  wTill,  doubtless  protect  itself,  and  maintain  present 
prices,  and  in  exceptional  cases,  perhaps,  find  an  advance. 
But  the  maintenance  of  present  prices  is  probably  all  that 
can  reasonably  be  counted  on. 

Taken  as  a whole,  the  publishers  of  the  City  Directory, 
in  the  issue  for  1874-75,  feel  that  they  have  occasion  to 
congratulate  the  people  of  Springfield  upon  her  growth 
and  general  prosperity,  and  upon  the  promising  out-look 
for  the  future.

Fire  Department. 

The  working  force  of  the  Fire  Department 
consists  of  a chief,  five  assistant  engineers , 
and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  officers  and 
members,  comprised  in  five  steam  fire  engine 
companies  of  fifteen  men  each,  one  hook 
and  ladder  company  of  fifteen  men,  and  one 
hose  company  of  twenty  men. 

There  are  three  double  and  three  single 
steam  fire  engines,  two  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  one  hand  engine,  four  two-wheel 
horse  hose  carts,  one  two  wheel  hose  tender, 
and  five  hand  hose  carriages ; also  one  chemi- 
cal fire  engine,  about  8,000  feet  of  steamer 
hose,  nine  horses,  four  wagons,  two  sleighs, 
and  the  fire  alarm  telegraph. 

The  department  is  in  excellent  condition, 
and  responds  promptly  to  all  calls  for  its 
services.

Fire  Alarm  Telegraph.. 

How  to  Give  Alarm  for  Fire.— Un- 
lock the  nearest  box,  pull  down  the  hook 
once  to  the  bottom  of  the  slot,  and  let  go. 
This  gives  the  desired  alarm  all  over  the 
city,  repeating  the  number  of  the  box  five 
times.  Remain  by  the  box  a moment  after 
giving  the  alarm,  and  if  no  clicking  is  heard 
in  the  box,  pull  again  ; if  you  still  hear  no 
clicking,  go  to  the  next  nearest  box  and 
give  the  alarm  from  that.  Be  sure  the  box 
is  locked  before  leaving  it.  The  box  is  of 
iron,  and  double,  and  the  inner  one  is  inac- 
cessible, except  to  those  in  charge  of  the  tel- 
egraph, and  the  Chief  Engineer.  One  single 
stroke  of  the  City  Hall  bell  and  engine- 
house  gong  is  not  given  for  an  alarm  of  fire. 
Alarms  will  be  sounded  on  the  fire  bells 
thus  : For  box  5,  five  strokes,  1 - 1 - 1 - 1 - 1, 
with  short  intervals,  and  repeating.  For

box  32,  three  strokes,  1 - 1 - 1,  a pause,  then 
two  strokes,  1 - 1,  a pause,  and  repeating. 
Alarms  for  other  numbers  are  given  in  like 
manner.  After  an  alarm  from  a box  the  po- 
lice strike  twenty -five  or  thirty  blows  on 
the  City  Hall  bell  as  a general  alarm. 

When  Steamer  No.  3 is  wanted  at  a fire 
in  the  vicinity  of  a box  to  which  the  com- 
pany does  not  respond,  three  blows  will  be 
struck  on  the  fire  alarm.  When  Steamer 
No.  4 is  wanted,  four  blows  will  be  given. 
When  ten  blows  are  struck  on  the  telegraph 
after  an  alarm  of  fire,  the  entire  fire  depart- 
ment of  the  city  and  the  government  steam- 
er Waterspout  will  report  at  the  fire  without 
further  notice. 

Caution. — Never  pull  the  hook  while  the 
bell  or  gong  in  the  box  is  striking.  Never 
touch  the  hook  except  to  give  an  alarm  of 
fire.  Never  signal  for  a fire  at  a distance, 
nor  for  a chimney.  Inform  yourself  of  the 
location  of  boxes  and  keys  near  you.  Keys 
are  in  possession  of  responsible  citizens  near 
each  box,  and  the  police  and  Board  of  En- 
gineers of  the  Fire  Department.

Fire  and  Building  Districts. 

That  part  of  the  city  embraced  between 
Union  street  and  Ferry  and  Cypress  streets, 
and  between  the  Connecticut  River  and 
Maple  and  Chestnut  streets,  and  also  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  each  side  of  Main 
street,  from  Union  south  to  Fremont  and 
Central,  and  from  Ferry  and  Cypress  north 
to  Bradford  and  Carew  streets,  is  declared 
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by  law  a fire  district,  within  which  wooden 
buildings  are  not  allowed  to  be  erected. 
The  same  portion  of  the  city  is  also  declared 
to  be  a building  district,  and  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Fire  Department  is  appointed 
Building  Commissioner,  and  receives  a sal- 
ary of  $100  a year  for  service  in  that  ca- 
pacity. Within  this  district,  according  to 
the  law,  no  building  shall  be  erected  till  the 
plans  and  specifications  thereof,  so  far  as 
they  indicate  the  material,  hight  and  thick- 
ness of  the  walls,  and  the  material  of  the 
roof  and  cornices  and  other  projections,  shall 
have  been  approved  by  a commissioner  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.  Whoever  shall 
commence  or  authorize  the  erection  of  any 
building  within  said  fire  limits  without  first 
having  obtained  the  approval  of  the  plans 
and  specifications  thereof  by  the  said  Build- 
ing Commissioner,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a penalty  of  Twenty  Dollars  for 
each  offense ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor,  whenever  notified  of  any  violation 
of  this  Ordinance,  to  take  measures  to  pre- 
vent, by  injunction  or  otherwise,  the  erec- 
tion of  any  such  building.

The  actual  wealth  of  our 
people  is,  however,  much  greater.  Allow- 
ing for  undervaluation  of  property  by  town 
assessors,  and  for  that  exempt  from  taxation 
and  so  not  reported,  and  the  grand  total 
must  be  over  twenty-two  hundred  millions, 
giving  as  the  average  for  each  man,  woman 


and  child  in  the  State,  over  $1,500, — larger, 
probably,  than  in  any  community  of  equal 
area  in  the  world.  And  nowhere  else,  per- 
haps, is  it  so  largely  distributed  to  all.  We 
have  but  few  paupers,  and  most  of  those 
come  from  abroad.

The  number  of  members  is  664,  of  whom 
perhaps  50  are  non-resident,  and  there  are 
twenty-five  over  eighty  years  of  age.  The 
average  attendance  at  Sunday  morning  ser- 
vice is  600 ; benevolent  contributions  for  the 
year  1873  about  $4,620.77,  of  which  amount 
$615  was  from  the  Sunday  school ; raised 


for  church  purposes,  $8,000.  The  Sunday 
school  numbers  550,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  350 ; contributions  from  its  mem- 
bers the  past  year,  $615. 

This  society  have  just  completed  a new 
gothic  chapel  on  Elm  street,  50  x 113  feet, 
with  a tower  90  feet  in  hight.  A transept 
fronting  toward  Court  square,  contains  18 
separate  class-rooms,  arranged  in  semi-cir- 
cular form  on  two  floors  and  opening  into  a 
common  rotunda,  sash  doors  open  from  each 
room  into  the  rotunda,  thus  throwing  all  the 
apartments  into  one  common  room  or  iso- 
lating them  as  may  be  desired.  These 
rooms,  together  with  the  pastor’s  class- 
room and  the  rotunda  for  intermediate 
classes,  afford  seats  for  700  persons. 

The  building  contains  on  the  first  floor 
the  Bible  service  and  vestry  rooms,  on  the 
second  floor  are  large  parlors  for  social  pur- 
poses, the  pastor’s  study,  also  the  kitchen 
and  dining-rooms. 

The  cost  of  the  building,  land  and  furni- 
ture will  exceed  $32,000. 

A new  feature  is  noticeable  in  regard  to 
all  the  larger  churches  of  the  city.  People 
realize  somewhat,  that  while  their  busy 
pastor  visits  at  once  the  sick  whenever  in- 
formed of  such,  and  in  other  cases  of  need, 
he  can  not  call  on  everybody  who  may  ex- 
pect him.  Yet,  that  he  may  know  of  the 
welfare  of  all  in  his  charge,  and  that  new- 
comers especially  may  have  kindly  welcome 
and  help,  the  parish  is  divided  into  districts, 
(for  the  First  Congregational  church  there 
are  thirty),  and  ladies  appointed  for  each, 
who  visit  quarterly  or  oftener  every  family 
in  the  congregation.

The  mission  Sunday-school,  gathered  by 
members  of  this  church,  near  corner  of  Union 
street  and  Eastern  avenue,  occupies  the  new 
Hope  Chapel  there,  and  meets  on  Sunday  at 
1 P.  M.  The  membership  is  259,  with  an  av- 
erage attendance  of  185,  none  being  received 
who  also  attend  Sunday  school  elsewhere, 
for  want  of  room.  There  is  a library  of  800 
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volumes,  and  papers  are  supplied  every 
week.

This  church  was  originally  Methodist, 
and  the  pastors,  while  it  was  connected 
with  that  denomination,  were  Revs.  Leon- 
ard Collins,  John  N.  Mars,  George  Spiwood, 
Daniel  Yandever,  John  A.  Williams,  Sam- 
uel Gray,  Robert  R.  Morris,  William  But- 
ler and  James  A.  Jones.  In  1864,  the 
church  reorganized  as  Congregational,  and 
Revs.  W.  W.  Mallory  and  Samuel  Harrison 
have  been  the  subsequent  pastors.

This  church  was  formed  of  a number  of 
members  who  left  the  First  Church  because 
they  held  more  liberal  views  than  the  pastor.

It  was  built  by  the  Hooks 
of  Boston,  and  set  up  in  the  church  in  Jan- 
uary, 1869.  There  are  two  manuals,  33 
registers,  1,623  pipes,  and  five  combination 
pedals.  This  is  the  only  organ  in  the  city 
blown  by  water-power.

The  organ 
at  Christ  Church  was  one  of  the  earliest 
built  by  the  Hooks  of  Boston,  and  dates 
back  to  1835,  when  it  was  constructed  for 
St.  John’s  Church,  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  of 
which  the  parish  in  this  city  purchased  it  in 
1852.  It  has  two  manuals  and  24  registers , 
and  has  recently  been  thoroughly  rebuilt.

The  object  of  this  Association  is  the  im- 
provement of  the  religious,  intellectual,  so- 
cial and  temporal  welfare  of  women  in  this 
city,  especially  of  young  women.  To  those 
who  are  supporting  themselves  here,  away 
from  their  own  homes,  its  open  and  free 
reading-room  and  weekly  sociables  afford 
pleasant  recreation  and  rest.  An  opportu- 
nity is  thus  afforded  them  for  making 
acquaintances  and  friends.  Pastors  and 


parents  in  other  towns  would  help  the  work, 
by  giving  to  their  young  women,  coming  to 
Springfield  for  employment,  letters  of  intro- 
duction to  this  society.  Assistance  in  find- 
ing suitable  boarding-houses  and  employ- 
ment is  given,  and  also  attention  in  sickness. 
Instruction  in  writing  is  given  to  classes, 
without  charge.  A prayer-meeting  is  held 
every  Tuesday  by  the  ladies  of  the  Associa- 
tion, in  Winter  at  3,  and  in  Summer  at  7 P. 
M.  A sewing  school  meets  at  its  room  once 
a week,  on  Saturday  afternoon.  The  object 
of  this  school  is  the  instruction  of  young 
girls  in  sewing.  Materials  are  furnished, 
and  such  garments  as  are  made  by  the  pu- 
pils are  given  them.

The  reading-room  is  the 
best  in  the  city  for  public  use,  and  supplied 
with  various  leading  daily  and  weekly  pa- 
pers, secular  and  religious,  and  popular 
magazines. 

Strangers  and  young  people,  and  espec- 
ially those  who  have  just  come  to  the  city 
to  reside,  are  cordially  invited  to  come  in. 
Any  service  that  can  be  rendered  by  the 
committees  on  boarding-houses  and  employ- 
ment, visiting  the  sick,  etc.,  will  be  cheer- 
fully done.  George  S.  Greene,  at  Packard’s 
clothing  house,  is  chairman  of  committee  on 
visiting  the  sick.  All  physicians  in  the  city 
have  been  invited  to  notify  the  committee 
of  any  strangers  here  who  are  sick  and  una- 
ble to  procure  watchers,  etc.,  and  they  will 
be  kindly  cared  for.  Mr.  D.  B.  Montague, 
corner  of  Main  and  Bridge  streets,  is  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  boarding-houses 
and  employment. 

Evening  entertainments  are  occasionally 
held  at  the  rooms,  usually  on  alternate 
Wednesday  evenings.  The  desire  for  social 
enjoyment,  so  natural  in  the  young,  has  the 
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hearty  sympathy  of  the  officers,  and  efforts 
to  gratify  it  will  be  made  in  various  ways. 
Prayer-meetings  are  held  at  the  rooms  on 
Sunday  evening  at  6 o’clock,  for  an  hour; 
also  every  week-day  at  P.  M. 

Young  people  coming  to  the  city  find  that 
their  subsequent  standing  and  success  are 
determined  largely  at  the  outset,  by  their 
choice  of  good  associates,  care  to  improve 
leisure  moments,  and  kind  and  helpful  ef- 
forts for  others  in  need. 

The  central  and  pleasant  rooms  are  much 
frequented.  Social  gatherings  here  have 
“ full  houses.”  Some  of  our  best  singers 
and  glee  clubs  add  the  charm  of  their  pres- 
ence and  voices ; and  there  are  select  read- 
ings and  other  exercises  of  a lively  or  hu- 
morous character.  Addresses  are  also  de- 
livered occasionally  here,  by  eminent  speak- 
ers from  abroad  and  by  prominent  citizens. 
Perhaps  there  is  no  better  means  of  access 
to  the  social  circles  of  our  best  people,  than 
by  meeting  them  and  making  aquaintance, 
in  these  rooms  and  in  the  churches. 

Lay  preaching,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Association,  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  has 
been  well  attended.  Meetings  are  held 
every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  railroad  de- 
pot, and  were  continued  seven  months  last 
year,  in  that  place.  In  the  Winter  a room 
near  by  is  occupied,  its  free  use  being  given 
by  the  Boston  & Albany  Railroad  Company. 

Parents  and  pastors  in  other  places  do 
well  to  acquaint  themselves  with  this  insti- 
tution, and  communicate  with  its  officers 
when  sons  and  daughters  and  friends  come 
here  to  reside.  Organized  in  1864.  Most 
of  the  churches  of  the  city  are  represented 
in  the  board  of  directors.  President,  Mil- 
ton  Bradley ; vice-presidents,  D.  B.  Monta- 
gue and  D.  F.  Parker ; secretary,  W.  B.

Homes  for  Friendless  Women 
and  Children. 

The  Home  for  Women  at  No.  62  Union 
street,  and  the  Children’s  Home  on  Buck- 
ingham street,  are  under  the  direction  of 
the  same  corporation,  which  was  organized 
in  1865. 

The  present  officers  are  : President,  Mrs. 
William  Rice ; vice-presidents,  Mrs.  S. 
Merrick,  Mrs.  George  Walker;  clerk,  Mrs. 


Josiah  Hooker;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Heman

tober. 

For  several  years  the  Home  in  Union 
street  was  used  for  both  women  and  chil- 
dren, but  the  number  of  inmates  increased 
till  there  was  not  room  to  contain  them, 
and  the  Children’s  Home  was  erected  in 
1871 ; since  which  time  the  house  in  Union 
street  has  been  used  for  women  only,  or  for 
mothers  with  infants. 

The  house  on  Union  street  was  origi- 
nally purchased  for  $5,000,  and  the  cost  of 
the  building  on  Buckingham  street  was 
$16,000.  All  this  amount  was  raised  by 
the  liberal  subscriptions  of  the  citizens  of 
Springfield,  aided  somewhat  by  those  of 
neighboring  towns. 

Since  the  occupation  of  the  Children’s 
Home,  the  number  of  inmates  has  been 
constantly  increasing,  till  the  present  av- 
erage is  nearly  45.  The  expense  of  sus- 
taining the  institution  has  been  proportion- 
ately increased,  but  the  citizens  respond 
with  corresponding  generosity  to  the  calls 
of  the  managers,  for  they  are  confident 
that  a good  work  is  well  done  in  these  in- 
stitutions. 

Application  for  admission  may  be  made 
at  the  meetings  of  the  managers  on  alter- 
nate Fridays,  or  at  other  times,  to  any  of 
the  officers  of  these  institutions. 

The  Public  Schools. 

Superintendent,  A.  P.  Stone.  Office, 
City  Hall ; office  hours,  12  to  1 P.  M.,  dur- 
ing school  days. 

There  are  128  teachers  employed  in  our 
public  schools.  The  number  of  pupils  in 
the  day  schools  the  past  year  was  5,238. 
Over  $75,000  is  annually  paid  by  the  city 
for  public  instruction.  Every  two  years, 
also,  a large  new  school-house  is  completed ; 
so  that  in  the  past  seven  years  the  sum  ex- 
pended for  school  buildings,  if  we  include 
the  new  High  school-house,  is  nearly  $400,- 
000.  Yet  by  common  consent,  the  money 
yields  handsome  returns,  even  according  to 
a mere  pecuniary  view  of  the  matter.  For 
many  people  are  induced  to  come  here  and 
settle,  because  of  the  attractive,  well-fur- 
nished school-buildings  and  neat  yards,  and 
especially  because  of  the  superior  educa- 
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tional  advantages  the  children  may  have 
here.  There  are  no  vacant  school-rooms, 
except  in  remote  districts.  From  the  north 
and  south  portions  of  the  city,  as  well  as 
from  the  center,  there  is  a call  for  more 
room.  It  is  certainly  a healthful  sign. 
There  are  also  a few  hundred  pupils  in  pri- 
vate schools.  But  the  instruction  given  in 
our  public  schools  is  so  thorough,  and  the 
training  so  excellent,  that  the  attendance  is 
not  likely  to  be  diminished  by  any  rival 
efforts.  The  attendance  last  year,  at  one 
time,  was  93.6  of  all  the  children  of  school 
age  in  the  city. 

Except  on  Worthington  street,  each  of  the 
large  school-houses  is  occupied  by  a gram- 
mar school,  divided  into  several  grades,  as 
the  different  attainments  of  the  pupils  re- 
quire. Around  this,  in  the  smaller  old 
school-houses,  are  the  primary  schools  of  the 
group.  On  Worthington  and  Central  streets, 
the  grammar  school  and  primaries  are  in  one 
building. 

Children  beginning  in  the  primary  school, 
in  three  years  are  prepared  for  the  gram- 
mar school ; here  they  study  five  years,  ris- 
ing through  successive  grades  to  the  High 
School,  where,  in  four  years  more,  they  are 
fitted  for  college,  or  the  seminary,  and  so 
well  fitted  that  Yale,  Harvard  and  the  other 
colleges  readily  admit  pupils  from  here,  and 
sometimes  into  advanced  classes. 

There  is  one  ungraded  school,  and  to  this 
the  truant  officers,  by  kind  and  judicious 
efforts,  gather  many  children  who  would 
otherwise  lose  the  advantages  of  education. 
The  truant  school  is  at  the  almshouse. 

The  training  school  on  Union  street,  west 
of  Main,  is  found  of  great  advantage  to  in- 
experienced teachers,  who  receive  a smaller 
salary,  and  are  here  qualified  to  fill  respon- 
sible positions  as  vacancies  occur. 

In  the  High  School,  scientific  subjects  re- 
ceive more  attention  than  formerly.  Ap- 
paratus valued  at  $1,500  is  provided  for  in- 
struction in  philosophy  and  chemistry ; and 
lectures,  connected  with  these  branches,  are 
given  every  Thursday  afternoon,  and  part 
of  the  year  also  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
which  are  open  to  the  public.

The  number  of  volumes,  May  1, 
1874,  was  35,140,  exclusive  of  unbound 
pamphlets  ; 1,695  volumes  have  been  added 
the  past  year.  The  Directors  intend  to 
purchase  all  the  new  works  of  popular  in- 
terest as  they  appear,  and  are  also  continu- 
ally adding  to  the  Library  standard  works 
of  permanent  value  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  literature,  science  and  art.  Sub- 
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scribers  paying  one  dollar  are  entitled  to  the 
use  of  the  Library,  for  one  year,  and  can 
draw  one  volume  at  once,  and  exchange 
twice  a week  at  the  Library  hours. 

The  Library  is  open  on  Monday  from  12 
o’clock  to  9 P.  M.,  and  on  every  other  week 
day,  except  the  legal  holidays,  from  10 

A.  M.,  until  9 P.  M. 

The  new  catalogue  is  furnished  to  subscri- 
bers for  use  in  the  Library,  and  is  also  for 
sale  to  those  who  wish  to  purchase.

The  new  Library  building  ranks  among 
our  finest  public  edifices,  and  cost,  with  the 
land,  about  $100,000.  It  was  designed  by 
George  Hathorne  of  New  York,  and  built  of 
brick,  with  facings  of  granite  and  Ohio  stone; 
it  stands  60  feet  from  the  street,  and  is  100 
feet  long  and  65  wide.  The  Museum  occu- 
pies the  first  floor,  and  above  is  the  Library 
proper.

Dimock,  J.  A.  Allen,  and 
Solomon  Stebbins.  The  Museum  is  now 
rearranged  in  the  new  Library  building,  and 
is  open  to  the  public  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons from  3 to  5.  This  institution  origi- 
nated in  1860  with  the  Library  Association, 
and  occupied  two  rooms  in  the  City  Hall. 
It  has  about  1,500  species,  and  upwards  of 
3,800  specimens  of  shells,  classified  by  Dr. 
Geo.  A.  Otis,  formerly  surgeon  of  the  27th 
Massachusetts  Regiment ; also  9,000  speci- 
mens of  insects ; 900  specimens  of  stuffed 
birds ; 120  stuffed  quadrupeds,  including  two 
enormous  wildcats,  killed  in  this  county ; 
115  species  of  fish  and  reptiles  ; small  cabi- 
nets of  coral  and  Crustacea ; an  extensive 
mineralogical  cabinet ; a large  and  very  cu- 
rious collection  of  fossils  ; numerous  Indian 
and  foreign  antiquities,  and  several  flags  and 


various  other  trophies  captured  from  the 
Southern  rebels  by  our  home  troops.  Ad- 
ditions are  frequently  made  by  the  gener- 
osity of  our  citizens.  Donations  for  the 
Library  or  Museum  may  be  left  with  the 
Librarian,  Rev.  William  Rice.

Licenses  and  Stamps. 

Licenses  of  various  kinds  are  required 
for  certain  dealers  and  peddlers,  before  they 
can  do  business.  The  provisions  of  law  in 
the  matter  are  somewhat  numerous,  and 
are  changed  from  time  to  time  by  new  leg- 
islation. Some  perplexity  results,  and  it  is 
said  that  people  violate  the  statutes,  in  this 
matter,  without  knowing  it,  and  have  to 
suffer  by  forfeitures  and  fines.  It  has,  there- 
fore, been  desired  that  the  essential  portions 
of  the  license  laws,  as  affecting  business  peo- 
ple, be  published  here  for  ready  reference. 

Manufacturers  or  Dealers  in  Ci- 
gars, Tobacco  or  Liquors,  contribute 
very  largely  for  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  what  is  required  of  them  by  the 
last  enactment  is  thus  stated  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  : 

“ The  law  of  December  24, 1872,  requires 
every  person  engaged  in  any  business,  avo- 
cation or  employment  which  renders  him 
liable  to  a special  tax,  to  procure  and  place 
conspicuously  in  his  establishment  or  place 
of  business  a stamp  denoting  the  payment 
of  said  tax  before  commencing  business. 
The  taxes  embraced  within  the  provisions 
of  the  law  above  quoted  are  the  following, 
viz  : Rectifiers,  $200 ; dealers,  retail  liquor, 
$25  ; dealers,  wholesale  liquor,  $100  ; deal- 
ers in  malt  liquors,  wholesale,  $50  ; dealers 
in  malt  liquors,  retail,  $20 ; dealers  in  leaf 
tobacco,  $25  ; retail  dealers  in  leaf  tobacco, 
$500  ; and  on  sales  of  over  $1,000,  fifty  cents 
for  every  dollar  in  excess  of  $1,000 ; dealers 
in  manufactured  tobacco,  $5 ; manufactur- 
ers of  stills,  $50 ; and  for  each  still  manufac- 
tured, $20 ; and  for  each  worm  manufac- 
tured, $20  ; manufacturers  of  tobacco,  $10 ; 
manufacturers  of  cigars,  $10 ; peddlers  of 
tobacco,  first  class  (more  than  two  horses), 
$50;  peddlers  of  tobacco,  second  class  (two 
horses),  $25 ; peddlers  of  tobacco,  third 
class  (one  horse),  $15 ; peddlers  of  tobacco, 
fourth  class  (on  foot  or  public  conveyance), 
$10 ; brewers  of  less  than  500  barrels,  $50 ; 
brewers  of  500  barrels  or  more,  $100.” 

Peddlers.  — Extracts  are  given  below 
from  the  fiftieth  chapter  of  the  Revised 


-Stajtfltes  oj  Mf$$2|hflaiefts;  but  changed  es- 
sentially, in  so*me*^or4rons7,.5y  subsequent 
amendments.  The  emendations  up  to  the 
present  time  are  here  presented. 

No  license  is  required  for  peddling  some 
articles,  as  appears  from  the  following  in  the 
chapter  mentioned  above  : “ Section  thirteen 
— Any  person  may  go  about  from  town  to 
town,  or  from  place  to  place,  or  from  dwell- 
ing-house to  dwelling-house  in  the  same 
town,  exposing  to  sale  or  selling  fruits  and 
provisions,  live  animals,  brooms,  agricultu- 
ral implements,  fuel,  newspapers,  books, 
pamphlets,  agricultural  products  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  products  of  his  own 
labor  or  the  labor  of  his  family,”  but,  “ no  ar- 
ticles of  the  growth  or  production  of  any 
foreign  country  ” are  included  in  this  free 
permit.  Minors  may  be  required  to  pro- 
cure a license  before  they  may  sell  articles 
that  adults  can  sell  without  license,  if  a town 
or  city  by  vote  so  direct. 

Honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors, 
partially  disabled  by  wounds  or  sickness  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  may  obtain 
a special  State  license  to  peddle  without 
paying  anything  therefor,  on  applying  to 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
presenting  satisfactory  proofs  of  such  ser- 
vice, disability  and  discharge,  and  of  per- 
sonal identity. 

Peddling  is  forbidden  by  law,  in  the  case 
of  certain  articles,  as  will  be  seen,  from  sec- 
tion fifteen : “ The  sale  of  spirituous  liquors, 
playing  cards,  indigo,  and  feathers,  in  the 
manner  specified  in  section  thirteen,  is  pro- 
hibited.” Violation  of  the  law  in  this  and 
in  other  matters  is  perilous,  as  will  be  seen 
by  section  twenty-seven,  farther  on. 

How  to  obtain  a license  for  peddling, 
what  must  be  paid  for  it,  what  sort  of  a 
“character”  is  needed,  and  what  things 
may  be  dealt  in,  are  set  forth  by  the  law  in 
the  chapter  referred  to,  as  amended  at  vari- 
ous times,  in  words  following : — “ Section  six- 
teen— The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
may  grant  a license  to  go  about  exposing  to 
sale  and  selling  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, not  prohibited  in  the  preceding 
section,  to  any  applicant  who  files  in  his  of- 
fice a certificate  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  or  a majority  of  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  stating  that  to  the  best  knowledge 
and  belief  of  such  mayor  or  selectmen,  the 
applicant  therein  named  is  a citizen  of  the 
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United  States-,  or  has, 'deeded  hifc  intention 
to  become  a citizen'  of  tlie  United  States, 
and  is  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integ- 
rity. The  mayor  or  selectmen,  before 
granting  such  certificate,  shall  require  the 
applicant  to  make  oath  that  he  is  the  person 
named  therein ; that  he  is  a citizen  of  the 
United  States,  or  has  declared  his  intention 
to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States ; 
which  oath  shall  be  certified  by  a justice  of 
the  peace  and  accompany  the  certificate. 
Every  license  so  granted  shall  bear  date  the 
day  it  is  issued,  and  shall  continue  in  force 
one  year  and  no  longer.  Section  seventeen — 
The  secretary  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  in 
every  license  the  names  of  such  cities  and 
towns  as  the  applicant  selects,  with  the  sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  respective  treasurers 
thereof  annexed,  and  shall  receive  from  the 
applicant  one  dollar  for  each  city  or  town  so 
inserted.  Every  person  so  licensed  may 
sell  as  aforesaid  any  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, not  prohibited  in  section  fifteen,  in 
any  city  or  town  mentioned  in  his  license, 
upon  first  paying  the  sum  so  required  to  the 
treasurer  of  such  city  or  town,  who  shall 
certify  on  the  face  of  the  license  the  sum  so 
received.  Section  eighteen — Every  person  li- 
censed under  the  two  preceding  sections 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  each  city  or 
town  mentioned  in  his  license,  the  sums  fol- 
lowing : Eor  every  town  containing  not 
more  than  one  thousand  inhabitants,  accor- 
ding to  the  United  States  census  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  his  license,  three  dollars ; 
for  every  town  containing  more  than  one 
thousand  and  not  more  than  two  thousand 
inhabitants,  six  dollars ; for  every  town  con- 
taining more  than  two  thousand  and  not 
more  than  three  thousand  inhabitants,  eight 
dollars;  for  every  town  containing  more 
than  three  thousand  and  not  more  than  four 
thousand  inhabitants,  ten  dollars  ; for  every 
city  and  town  containing  more,  than  four 
thousand  inhabitants,  ten  dollars,  and  one 
dollar  for  every  one  thousand  inhabitants 
over  four  thousand  contained  therein  ; but 
the  sum  so  to  be  paid  to  a treasurer  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  twenty -five  dollars.  Section 
nineteen — Any  person  resident,  paying  taxes 
upon  his  stock  in  trade,  and  qualified  to 
vote  in  a city  or  town,  may  there  expose  to 
sale  and  sell  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
upon  obtaining  a license  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  sections  sixteen  and  seventeen, 


and  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  such  city  or  town  any  sum 
therefor.”  For  a special  State  license,  fifty 
dollars  must  be  paid  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth;  and  for  a county  license, 
one  dollar  to  the  secretary  for  each  county 
taken,  and  an  additional  sum  to  the  treas- 
urer of  such  county,  varying  in  amount 
from  four  dollars  for  the  richest  county,  to 
one  for  the  poorest  county.  Licenses  may 
be  transferred. 

Peddlers  must  post  and  show  licenses,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  following: — “ Section 
twenty-four — Every  person  licensed  to  ped- 
dle as  herein  before  provided  shall  post  his 
name,  residence,  and  the  number  of  his  li- 
cense, in  a conspicuous  manner  upon  his 
parcels  or  vehicle,  and  when  such  license  is 
demanded  of  him  by  any  mayor,  alderman, 
selectman,  town  or  city  treasurer  or  clerk, 
constable,  police  officer,  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  shall  forthwith  exhibit  it,  and  if  he 
neglects  or  refuses  so  to  do,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalty  as  if  he  had  no  license. 
So  much  of  this  chapter  as  relates  to  hawk- 
ers and  peddlers,  or  a synopsis  thereof,  shall 
be  printed  on  every  license.” 

Forfeitures  for  violation  of  this  law  are 
from  fifty  to  one  thousand  dollars.  Half 
the  money  thus  obtained  goes  to  complain- 
ant. 

Pawnbrokers,  Dealers  in  old  Junk, 
and  Intelligence  Offices,  must  procure 
license  annually  from  the  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen ; and  if  they  fail  to  do  it,  heavy 
forfeitures  are  incurred. 

Owners  of  Dogs  must  annually  pay  $2 
to  City  Clerk  the  first  of  May,  for  license 
of  a male,  and  $5  for  a female.  A penalty 
of  $15  against  an  owner,  and  of  $100 
against  an  officer,  for  not  complying  with 
the  law. 

Other  Licenses  obtained  from  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  are  numerous,  and  are  re- 
quired for  refining,  storing  or  selling  kero- 
sene ; for  hackmen  and  truckmen  ; for  inn- 
keepers ; for  auctioneers ; and  for  erection 
of  new  buildings,  etc. 

Hampden  Park  Association. 

President,  L.  J.  Powers ; secretary,  H.  M. 
Phillips;  treasurer,  D.  J.  Marsh;  20  mem- 
bers . Control  Hampden  Park  under  a lease, 
and  maintain  it  as  a place  for  public  recrea- 
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tion  and  active  sports.  Exhibition  of  horses 
here  August  18,  19,  20  and  21 ; premiums 
offered,  $50,000. 

Springfield  Water  Works. 

Water  Commissioners  — Charles  O. 
Chapin,  president ; Samuel  W.  Porter,  sec- 
retary; Daniel  L.  Harris,  A.  D.  Briggs, 
George  C.  Fisk.  Book-keeper  and  collec- 
tor, George  F.  Farmer;  engineer,  Phineas 
Ball.  Office,  18  Barnes’  Block.  The  Board 
were  elected  in  1872,  and  under  authority 
of  the  Legislature  have  purchased  for  the 
city  the  property  of  the  Springfield  Aque- 
duct Company,  and  considerably  increased 
the  supply  of  water  by  pumping  into  the 
aqueduct  reservoirs  from  Garden  Brook. 

A steam  pump  will  also  be  in  operation 
at  Brightwood,  which  will  bring  into  the 
reservoir  a million  gallons  of  water  daily 
from  the  Connecticut  River  alone.  As  the 
daily  consumption  is  only  one  and  a quar- 
ter millions  a day,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
city  is  well  provided  for.  The  two  reser- 
voirs in  use  are  east  of  Armory  street; 
one  is  near  it,  north  of  Morgan  road,  and 
holds  forty  million  gallons ; the  other  is 
more  distant  from  the  street,  and  near  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  and  holds 
fifteen  million  gallons. 

There  is  also  a storage  reservoir  north  of 
Morgan  road,  whose  capacity  is  more  than 
double  both  the  others  combined. 

A reservoir  has  been  commenced  in 
Cherry  Valley,  in  the  town  of  Ludlow,  four 
and  one-half  miles  from  Jenksville,  which  it 
is  calculated  will  furnish  this  city  with  ten 
million  gallons  daily.  It  is  to  cover  a terri- 
tory of  445  acres,  and  will  hold  about  twelve 
hundred  million  gallons  of  water.  The 
work  was  begun  May  6,  1873,  and  it  is  now 
expected  to  have  the  reservoir  finished  and 
the  mains  laid  to  the  city  during  the  present 
year. 

Annual  rates  for  water — dwelling-house, 
for  one  family,  $8;  two  families,  $12;  $4 
additional  for  bathing  tub.  Store  or  office, 
$4 ; hotel,  $50  to  $250 ; manufacturing  es- 
tablishments, 75  cents  for  each  employe. 
Stationary  steam  engine,  working  not  over 
ten  hours  per  day  to  twenty  horse  power,  $5 ; 
over  twenty  horse  power,  special  rates.  Pri- 
vate stable  for  one  horse,  $4;  each  addi- 
tional horse,  $2.  Livery  stable,  for  each 
horse,  $2 ; building  purposes,  $10  for  each 


hundred  thousand  brick  used.  Rents  due 
on  the  first  of  April  and  October  and  pay- 
able at  the  office. 

United  States  Armory. 

Commanding  officer — James  G.  Benton, 
Brevet  Colonel  Ordnance  Corps ; Assist- 
ants to  Commanding  Officer,  Captain  J.  P. 
Farley,  Brevet  Major  G.  W.  McKee,  Brevet 
Captain  G.  D.  Ramsay,  and  Second  Lieu- 
tenant Henry  Metcalf,  of  the  Ordnance 
Corps ; Ordnance  Storekeeper  and  Paymas- 
ter, Major  Edward  Ingersoll. 

The  arsenal,  offices,  store-houses  and 
principal  shops  are  on  nearly  the  highest 
ground  in  Springfield,  on  State  street,  and 
command  a fine  view  of  the  Connecticut 
River  and  the  surrounding  country.  The 
heavier  operations  required  are  carried  on 
at  the  Water  Shops  on  Mill  River.  Prob- 
ably in  no  other  part  of  the  world  has  the 
manufacture  of  muskets  been  carried  to 
such  perfection.  The  breech-loader,  model 
of  1868  and  of  1870,  which  has  been  made 
here,  was  the  combined  result  of  the  inven- 
tions and  improvements  applied  by  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  highest  skill  displayed  by 
private  enterprise,  and  it  is  probably  the 
best  breech-loading  arm  in  the  world. 

The  principal  work  done  at  the  Armory, 
the  past  year,  has  been  the  manufacturing 
of  rifles  and  carbines — 18,000  of  the  former 
and  10,000  of  the  latter  having  been  made. 
To  results  thus  obtained  by  the  government, 
private  manufacturers  are  largely  indebted, 
and  would  not  themselves,  in  many  cases, 
undertake  the  processes  by  which  important 
facts  have  been  demonstrated  that  materi- 
ally benefit  them.  Making  a liberal  allow- 
ance for  all  items  of  expenditure,  labor, 
superintendence,  depreciation,  condemned 
work,  interest,  etc.,  guns  were  manufac- 
tured here  through  the  war  at  a cost  of  only 
$11.70  each,  while  similar  arms  from  con- 
tractors cost  $20  each,  besides  charges  for 
proving  and  inspection. 

The  chief  arsenal  of  the  government  for 
small  arms  is  here,  and  there  are  now  stored 
in  it  about  275,000  fire-arms  of  various 
kinds  for  the  military  service. 

Most  of  the  men  work  by  the  piece.  The 
eight-hour  law  prevails,  the  working  hours 
being  from  7 A.  M.  to  4 P.  M.  in  Summer, 
and  7*^  A.  M.  to  4%  P-  M.  in  Winter. 
During  the  war  about  3,000  men  were  em- 
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ployed  here,  turning  out  about  1,000  mus- 
kets daily,  but  requiring  some  portion  of  the 
works  to  be  run  nights. 

The  machinery  for  the  manufacture  of 
the  enormous  Hitchcock  gun  is  nearly  com- 
pleted. More  than  $50,000  has  been  ex- 
pended in  getting  ready  to  make  the  gun, 
and  operations  will  begin  as  soon  as  the 
material  for  construction  is  decided  upon. 


The  Alms-House  and  the  Poor. 

The  Alms-house  and  City  Farm  are  on 
Boston  road,  two  miles  from  City  Hall,  and 
are  under  the  care  of  Mr.  A.  S.  Pease. 
From  41  to  51  poor  people  have  been  sup- 
ported here  the  past  year.  Temporary  out- 
door relief,  in  food,  fuel,  etc.,  was  given  to 
about  700  or  800  persons,  by  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor.  The  Truant  School  is  also  at 
the  Alms-house,  with  Miss  L.  A.  Bascom  as 
teacher. 

The  city’s  hospitality  has  been  dispensed 
to  1,141  persons,  at  the  City  Hall,  during  the 
year  ending  June,  8th  1874. 


Jail  and  House  of  Correction. 

Located  on  State  street,  opposite  St. 
Michael’s  church.  Jailor,  A.  M.  Bradley, 
salary,  $1,000 ; assistant  jailor,  F.  A.  Nor- 
wajr,  salary,  $900  ; chaplain,  Rev.  William 
Rice,  salary,  $300.  There  are,  on  an  aver- 
age, about  112  prisoners  here,  a few  of 
whom  are  females.  Of  800  committed  to 
the  house  of  correction  last  year,  650  were 
for  drunkenness.  Those  under  sentence 
make  slippers,  turning  out  about  1,200  pairs 
daily.  Their  labor  is  contracted  for  by  L. 
C.  Smith,  at  $48  per  year  for  each  person  in 
house  of  correction.  The  order  and  neat- 
ness which  prevail  are  heartily  commended 
by  the  legislative  committee,  as  also  are 
the  humane  and  intelligent  management. 
Meeting  on  the  Sabbath  with  preaching  at 
9 A.  M.  Sunday-school,  conducted  by  the 
chaplain,  at  4 P.  M.,  to  which  visitors  are 
not  admitted,  unless  they  aid  in  this  service. 
A library  has  been  added  the  past  year,  by 
the  generosity  of  our  citizens,  and  consists 
now  of  about  500  volumes.  A yard  is  to  be 
made  west  of  the  jail  this  Summer,  to  fur- 
nish opportunity  for  exercise  to  the  prison- 
oners.  It  will  be  108x32  feet  in  size. 


City  Hospital. 

Located  on  Boston  road,  east  of  the  Ar- 
mory. Superintendent  - and  matron,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Jonah  Stiles.  Patients  pay  $5 
per  week,  and  have  excellent  care  and  good 
quarters ; if  so  sick  as  to  need  extra  nurses, 
an  additional  charge  is  made  for  these,  and 
also  for  medical  attendance.

The  City  Hall,  fronting  Court  Square, 
erected  at  an  expense  of  $100,000,  ranks 
among  the  finest  buildings  in  New  England. 
It  has  an  audience  room  capable  of  holding 
3,000  persons,  and  accommodations  for  most 
of  the  city  officers. 

The  CemRtery,  in  the  south-easterly 
part  of  the  city,  has  its  main  entrance  from 
Maple  street,  near  its  junction  with  Central 
street,  with  an  entrance  for  carriages  also 
from  Pine  street,  and  for  people  on  foot  from 
Mulberry  and  from  Union  streets.  Al- 
though within  the  city,  it  is  so  secluded  its 
existence  would  hardly  be  suspected  by  a 
stranger.  On  a portion  of  it,  the  forest 
trees  still  grow,  and  “Nature  vies  with  Art 
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in  producing  one  of  the  most  charming 
combinations  of  hill  and  valley,  stream  and 
fountain,  trees  and  flowers,  slopes  and  ter- 
races, and  winding  foot-paths  and  open  car- 
riage-ways, imaginable.”  There  are  forty 
acres  in  the  grounds. 

The  United  States  Armory,  on  State 
street,  is  described  on  page  59.

Hacks. 

Every  hackney  carriage  is  required  to 
have  a license  from  the  city  the  first  of 
April  each  year,  for  which  $1  is  paid.  The 
number  of  the  license  must  be  conspicuous 
on  the  carriage,  and  also  posted  inside, 
with  the  owner’s  name  and  the  rates  of 
fare.  The  latter  are  fixed  by  law  at  40 
cents  for  one  adult,  75  cents  for  two,  and  25 
cents  for  each  additional  person  ; children 
between  the  ages  of  four  and  twelve  are 
carried  for  half  fare.  These  rates  are  for 
limits  extending  south  to  Mill  River,  east  to 
Walnut  street,  and  north  to  City  Farm  be- 
yond North  street,  and  are  for  day  service. 
Beyond  these,  only  reasonable  additional 
charges  are  allowed  to  be  made. 

Indian  Orchard. 

This  thriving  village  is  in  the  north-east 
part  of  Springfield,  on  the  Chicopee  River. 
It  is  one  mile  north  of  Indian  Orchard  sta- 
tion on  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad, 
and  seven  miles  from  the  City  Hall.  The 
ride  there  may  be  pleasantly  made  from  the 
Massasoit  House  in  twenty  minutes,  any 
week-day  morning,  all  the  way  by  cars.  A 
stage  ride  a mile  farther  brings  one  to 
Jenksville  in  Ludlow,  which  is  “ set  on  a 
hill,”  while  below  is  Chicopee  river,  the 
boundary  line  of  Springfield  on  that  side. 

Indian  Orchard  (see  map  in  front  of  Di- 
rectory) is  laid  out  with  straight,  wide

streets,  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles, 
and  contains  over  1,800  inhabitants.  There 
are  two  dry-goods,  one  clothing,  six  grocery 
and  two  apothecary  stores ; a boot  and  shoe 
manufactory  and  several  small  shops  in  the 
same  line ; a cigar  manufactory  and  store,  a 
wheelwright  shop,  post-office,  two  hotels, 
Library  Hall,  two  cotton  mills,  one  omni- 
bus line,  and  a horse  railroad,  reservoir, 
gas-works,  etc.  A number  of  new  buildings 
have  been  erected  the  past  year ; and  a 
French  church  costing  some  $15,000,  and 
various  stores,  dwelling-houses,  and  other 
buildings  are  to  be  erected  this  season.  The 
railroad  from  Athol  to  Springfield  adds 


much  to  the  prosperity  of  this  village,  and 
a branch  to  Chicopee  Falls  is  proposed. 

Indian  Orchard  mills  and  much  of  the 
land  in  this  vicinity  are  owned  by  J.  C. 
Howe  & Co.,  of  Boston ; George  O.  Hovey 
is  President  of  the  corporation,  and  Edward 
Atkinson, Treasurer,  both  gentlemen  belong- 
ing to  Boston ; Charles  J.  Goodwin  is  Su- 
perintendent, and  A.  S.  Packard,  Paymas- 
ter. The  mills  contain  860  looms  and 
41,000  spindles,  and  turn  out  from  150,000 
to  160,000  yards  per  week  of  shirtings,  den- 
ims, and  sheetings ; two  kinds  of  the  latter 
are  made,  one  of  standard  quality,  the  other 
a lighter  fabric.

The  Growth  of  Springfield 


Fram  the  Springfield  Daily  Union,  of  July  9,  1874. 


A Busy  Season  in  spite  of  Dull  Times. — What  the  Masons  and  Carpenters 
are  doing. — The  Churches,  Business  Blocks  and  Principal  Dwellings 
now  under  Construction. — A Surprisingly  Good  Record  for  a Generally 
Dull  Year. 

The  cry  of  hard  times  has  been  so  often  repeated  throughout  the  country  that  almost 
everybody  has  come  to  accept  it  as  gospel.  The  Union  has  more  than  once  pointed 
out,  however,  that  Springfield  was  favored  far  above  most  of  her  sister  cities  in  general 
prosperity,  nearly  all  her  diversified  branches  of  industry  making  at  least  as  good  a 
showing,  this  year,  as  last.  The  presentation  which  we  give  below  of  the  large.,  steady 
and  healthful  .growth  of  the  city  in  new  buildings,  is  proof  positive  of  our  statements, 
for  nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  if  our  general  prosperity  were  suffering,  our 
growth  would  be  checked.  Indeed  no  class  of  workmen  feel  dull  times  quicker  than 
masons  and  carpenters,  and  the  fact  that  so  many  of  them  are  employed  at  good  wages 
in  our  city,  this  season,  is  a sign  of  the  times  worth  noting;  especially  as  the  record  of 
their  work,  begun  or  contemplated  this  season,  is  so  creditable  and  so  much  larger  than 
most  of  our  citizens  have  any  idea  of.  It  includes  two  fine  churches  nearly  finished  ; 
another  elegant  one  soon  to  be  erected ; a large  and  fully  average  number  of  business 
blocks  ; and  several  first-class  dwellings.  Of  the  less  costly  houses,  not  quite  so  many 
as  usual  have  thus  far  been  constructed,  but  with  the  number  in  contemplation,  it 
seems  likely  that  the  end  of  the  season  will  witness,  in  this  respect  also,  fully  the  or- 
dinary growth. 

The  new  South  Church,  in  process  of  construction  at  the  corner  of  Maple  and  High 
streets,  by  Norcross  Brothers  of  Worcester,  at  a cost  of  $100,000,  is  being  finished  as 
rapidly  as  the  nature  of  the  work  will  allow,  and  its  general  appearance  will  exceed  the 
expectations  of  the  most  sanguine  persons  interested  in  its  construction.  The  plaster- 
ers are  nearly  through  their  work  in  the  audience  room,  and  the  chapel  has  been  in  use 
for  some  time.  The  rich  stone  carving,  by  Kitson  & Ellin  of  New  York,  are  so  marked  as 
to  elicit  general  admiration,  and  all  the  work  is  being  well  and  thoroughly  done.  The 
tracery  in  the  rose  windows,  manufactured  of  artificial  stone  by  D.  J.  Curtis,  is  now 
being  placed  in  position,  and  is  a good  specimen  of  the  excellent  work  which  Mr.  Cur- 
tis is  doing  in  the  various  parts  of  the  city. 

Grace  Church,  which  the  Central  Methodists  are  erecting  at  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Winthrop  streets,  is  about  being  covered.  The  roof  timbers  are  nearly  all  up  and  are 
strong  and  substantial,  and  the  lathers  have  the  studding  of  the  interior  nearly  ready 
for  the  plasterers.  The  cost  of  this  building  is  estimated  at  about  $40,000.  John  W. 
RicC  is  doing  the  brick  and  stone  work,  and  is  doing  it  well,  as  an  inspection  of  the 
structure  will  show,  and  Peter  Johnson  is  superintending  the  wood  work.  The  main 
building  is  70  by  120  feet,  and  the  audience  room,  which  is  to  have  a gallery,  will  seat 
about  1000  persons  comfortably.  The  lower  floor  is  very  conveniently  arranged  and 
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contains,  beside  the  general  Sunday-school  room,  two  commodious  class  rooms,  a kitchen 
and  a library,  all  well  lighted  and  commodious. 

The  Episcopalians,  who  have  been  agitating  the  subject  of  a new  church  edifice  for 
several  years,  have  decided  to  build,  this  season,  after  plans  offered  by  Lord  & Fuller 
and  H.  G.  Wadlin  of  Boston,  and  at  a recent  meeting  decided  to  place  the  structure  on 
the  Bliss  lot  on  Chestnut  street.  This  lot  has  a front  of  150  feet  and  a depth  of  from 
273  to  280  feet.  It  is  intended  to  leave  a space  on  the  southerly  end  of  the  lot  for  a 
driveway ; the  plans,  which  will  be  carried  out  very  nearly  as  drawn  by  the  architects, 
represent  a beautiful  building  of  Longmeadow  freestone,  with  a turreted  tower  at  the 
south-west  corner,  146  feet  in  hight.  The  building  will  be  86  feet  long  on  Chestnut 
street,  a long  vestibule,  with  a gable  and  rose  window  running  to  the  north  and  ending 
in  a porch  at  the  north-west  corner.  The  audience  room  is  calculated  to  seat  about  1000 
persons,  and  has  a beautiful  clere-story,  12  feet  high,  supported  by  trusses  of  neatly 
finished  Southern  pine.  The  nave  is  146  feet  long,  the  transept  94  feet,  and  the  chancel 
35  feet.  Proposals  for  building  the  edifice,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  $68,000,  are  now 
being  received. 

The  First  Baptist  Society  are  still  considering  the  project  of  building  a chapel  on 
Carew  street,  at  a point  which  would  bring  the  proposed  building  on  the  corner  of 
Dwight  street,  should  that  thoroughfare  be  extended  northward.  The  plans,  for  which 
proposals  are  now  being  offered,  show  a neat  frame  building,  80  by  40  feet,  with  a bell 
tower  and  spire,  80  feet  high,  and  with  an  audience  room  capable  of  seating  about  700 
persons. 

There  are  as  many  and  perhaps  more  first-class  business  blocks  going  up  this  season, 
than  usual,  and  all  of  them  are  as  good  as  the  average  of  their  predecessors,  in  point  of 
architecture,  beauty  and  thoroughness  of  construction.  Mr.  John  Olmstead  has  torn 
down  the  large  wooden  block  on  Main  street,  just  north  of  Taylor  street,  owned  by 
him,  and  occupied  for  a long  time  by  the  Bay  State  Paper  Company,  who  are  tempo- 
rarily occupying  quarters  in  L.  H.  Taylor’s  adjoining  block,  and  is  putting  up  a durable 
and  substantial  building,  the  whole  of  which  is  already  leased  to  the  Bay  State 
Company  for  a term  of  years.  Amaziah  Mayo  has  contracted  to  do  the  wood  work,  and 
Charles  R.  Whittemore  looks  after  the  masonry.  The  structure,  the  basement  walls 
of  which  are  already  up,  has  a front  of  36  feet  on  Main  street,  and  is  65  feet  deep.  It 
will  be  five  stories  high  above  the  basement,  with  a paved  brick  front  and  trimmings 
of  Ohio  stone,  and  its  estimated  cost  is  $30,000. 

J.  B.  Warren  is  putting  up  a brick  block  on  the  southerly  side  of  East  Bridge  street, 
three  stories  high,  and  with  a front  of  50  and  a depth  of  90  feet.  It  will  cost,  when 
completed,  about  $15,000,  and  will  have  a front  of  pressed  brick  and  trimmings  of 
granite.  The  main  story  is  14  feet  high,  the  second  13  feet,  and  the  third  12  feet.  The 
westerly  one  of  the  three  stores  and  the  upper  floors  of  the  entire  building  will  be  occu- 
pied by  Charles  E.  Maxfield,  furniture  dealer.  McCauley  & Bartlett  are  doing  the  brick 
work,  and  Jones  &Bugbee  the  wood  work,  and  the  walls  are  nearly  ready  to  receive  the 
roof. 

At  the  corner  of  Main  and  Hillman  streets,  John  Madden’s  handsome  four-story  block 
is  rapidly  approaching  completion.  This  building  will  be  not  only  an  ornament  to  the 
street,  with  its  front  of  Philadelphia  pressed  brick,  trimmings  of  iron  and  large  plate 
glass  windows,  one  of  which  is  14  by  8 1-2  feet,  but  is  being  constructed  in  a workman- 
like manner.  Riley  & Burke  are  doing  the  masonry,  and  C.  L.  Shaw  the  carpenter 
work,  and  the  walls  are  now  up  to  the  third  story,  with  the  exception  of  the  front.  It 
has  a frontage  on  Main  street  of  48  feet  and  a depth  of  105  feet,  giving  two  large  and 
well-lighted  stores  on  the  main  floor,  for  the  rental  of  which  negotiations  are  now  in 
progress.  The  upper  stories  will  probably  be  used  for  business,  or  perhaps  light  manu- 
facturing purposes.  The  walls  are  unusually  heavy,  and  the  detail  of  building  is  closely 
looked  after.  The  block  will  cost  about  $30,000. 

B.  F.  Farrar  has  put  up  on  the  northerly  side  of  East  Worthington  street  a plain 
brick  block,  with  freestone  trimmings,  50  by  60  feet  and  four  stories  high.  There  are 
two  stores  on  the  main  floor,  one  of  which,  with  the  floors  above  it,  will  be  occupied  by 
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J.  A.  Eldredge,  furniture  dealer,  while  Henry  M.  Burt  will  occupy  a portion  of  the 
structure  with  his  newspaper  establishment.  The  wood  work  of  the  building  was 
done  by  James  M.  Currier  & Co.,  and  the  block  cost  about  $12,000. 

H.  A.  Pierce’s  four-story  block  is  going  up  on  State  street,  just  east  of  and  adjoining 
W.  L.  Wilcox’s  stove  and  tin  warehouse.  This  building  is  23  feet  by  70,  with  one 
store  on  the  main  floor,  and  will  have  a front  of  pressed  brick  and  trimmings  of  Mon- 
son  granite  ; there  will  be  three  tenements  in  the  upper  stories,  one  on  each  floor,  con- 
veniently arranged,  and  the  store  will  be  occupied  by  Mr.  Pierce  in  the  fruit  business. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  building  is  $12,000,  and  the  masonry  is  being  done  by  Howe 
& Hawks,  and  the  wood  work  by  Joyce  & Burnham. 

The  large  block  which  Robinson,  Marsh  & Co.  are  putting  up  at  the  corner  of  Tay- 
lor and  Dwight  streets,  is  about  ready  for  the  roof.  No  building  in  the  city  is  more 
substantially  built  than  this,  and  it  will  be  used  entirely  for  light  manufacturing  pur- 
poses. It  is  87  feet  by  90,  is  well  lighted,  and  has  a boiler  room  in  the  rear,  65  by  14 
feet.  Rising  to  a hight  of  four  stories,  it  is  neatly  trimmed  with  brown  stone,  and  will 
cost,  when  completed,  about  $30,000.  Royal  Harrington  attends  to  the  brick  work, 
and  the  carpentry  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  C.  S.  Ferry,  who  has  built  some  of 
Springfield’s  finest  structures.  One-half  the  building  will  be  occupied  by  O.  B.  Doug- 
lass & Co.,  wood  workers,  and  portions  of  the  remaining  half  will  be  used  by  the 
Davis  Level  Company,  now  located  at  Chicopee  Falls,  and  possibly  by  the  United 
States  Spring  Bed  Company. 

Around  on  Hampden  street  the  old  Carlton  house  is  being  demolished  to  make  room 
for  a business  block  which  William  Patton  proposes  to  build,  this  season,  and  which 
will  be  entirely  occupied  by  Cutler,  McIntosh  & Co.,  wholesale  dealers  in  boots  and 
shoes.  It  will  be  60  feet  on  the  front,  and  62  feet  deep,  and  three  stories  high,  with 
trimmings  of  granite  and  freestone.  D.  J.  Curtis  will  do  the  brick  and  stone  work, 
and  Moody  & Black  the  wood  work,  and  the  building  will  cost  $16,000. 

Not  the  least  noticeable  among  the  prominent  buildings  is  Frost  & Lewis’  handsome 
livery  and  sale  stable,  three  stories  high,  just  finished  on  Market  street.  This  building 
is  34  feet  by  80,  and  has  a front  of  pressed  brick  with  trimmings  of  Ohio  sandstone,  a 
neat  figure  of  a horse  being  artistically  cut  in  the  cap-stone  over  the  main  entrance. 
On  the  main  floor  is  an  elegant  little  room,  richly  carpeted  and  furnished,  where  ladies 
can  wait  until  their  teams  are  ready,  and  stepping  into  their  vehicles  in  the  building, 
drive  through  the  main  entrance  to  the  street.  Directly  opposite  is  the  principal  office, 
and  in  the  rear  is  the  carriage  room,  a large  apartment  expressly  fitted  up  for  the  stor- 
age and  washing  of  light  vehicles.  On  the  second  floor  are  32  stalls  for  the  horses,  to 
which  the  animals  ascend  by  a winding  roadway  like  a flight  of  stairs.  The  third  and 
upper  floor  is  used  for  storing  grain  and  hay,  and  50  feet  of  hose  attached  to  a water 
pipe  are  at  hand  for  immediate  use  in  case  of  fire.  There  are  harness,  blanket,  whip 
and  robe  rooms  in  convenient  places  about  the  building,  which  is  without  doubt  the 
finest  structure  of  the  kind  in  this  part  of  the  State.  The  carpenter  work  was  done  by 
D.  A.  Davis,  a good  workman  of  large  experience,  and  D.  J.  Curtis  did  the  mason 
work.  The  building  cost  about  $12,000. 

The  Wason  Car  Company  intend  to  tear  down  a portion  of  their  old  shop  on  Lyman 
street,  in  the  Fall,  and  build,  just  east  of  the  block  occupied  by  the  Powers  Paper 
Company,  a building  precisely  like  the  latter  in  size,  finish,  and  appearance.  A large 
portion,  if  not  all  of  it,  will  probably  be  occupied  by  the  Powers  Company. 

The  Hampden  Park  Association  are  discussing  plans  for  an  extensive  addition  to  the 
grand  stand  on  the  park,  by  building  another  story  upon  that  structure,  with  ninety-two 
private  boxes,  capable  of  accommodating  six  persons  each. 

The  number  of  superior  dwelling-houses,  in  various  stages  of  completion,  is  quite 
large.  On  the  southerly  side  of  Central  street,  which  avenue,  by  the  way,  is  being 
greatly  improved,  B.  F.  Farrar  is  erecting  a block  of  eight  double  houses,  196  feet  long, 
extending  easterly  from  the  fine  block  he  recently  finished,  and  to  be  of  the  same  ex- 
ternal appearance,  the  front  being  constructed  of  pressed  brick,  with  Ohio  stone  trim- 
mings. Each  house  will  be  finished  with  all  the  modern  conveniences,  and  two 
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verandahs  will  extend  along  the  rear  of  the  entire  building,  the  cost  of  which  will  be 
about  $40,000.  Mr.  Farrar  does  the  mason  work  himself,  James  M.  Currier  & Co. 
the  wood  work,  Horatio  Powell  the  painting,  and  Handyside  & Jarre tt  the  plumbing. 

Henry  Alexander,  Jr.,  has  moved  his  dwelling  from  the  corner  of  State  and  Elliott 
streets  to  the  easterly  side  of  his  lot,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  wings,  which  have 
been  placed  near  the  barn  in  the  rear,  and  will  be  fitted  up  into  a dwelling  for  his  hired 
man.  A large  and  commodious  ell  has  been  constructed  in  the  rear  of  the  main  build" 
ing,  and  will  be  fitted  up  into  a dining-room,  kitchen,  china  closet,  ice  chest,  etc.  The 
work  is  being  done  in  a superior  manner  by  W.  D.  Keyes,  Marcus  Houghton  doing  the 
mason  work,  and  T.  M.  Walker  & Co.  the  painting.  The  whole  cost  of  the  improve- 
ments will  be  about  $10,000. 

R.  C.  Searle  is  completing  on  Carew  street,  near  Main,  a block  of  three  houses,  the 
structure  being  75  by  40  feet  and  two  stories  high,  with  a basement  and  French  roof. 
Each  house  contains  large  and  airy  rooms,  has  bay  windows  in  front,  and  will  be 
furnished  with  the  modern  conveniences.  Mr.  Searle  has  done  the  carpenter  work, 
has  hired  his  own  painters,  and  Benjamin  Spear  has  done  the  mason  work,  the 
front  being  pressed  brick,  with  trimmings  of  Ohio  stone.  The  cost  of  the  building  is 
estimated  at  $18,000. 

E.  C.  Bailey,  the  architect,  has  prepared  plans  for  a block  of  houses  to  be  erected  by 
C.  C.  Burnett  on  the  west  end  of  his  Court  street  lot,  and  the  structure,  already  fully 
described  in  the  Union,  will  be  exceeding  neatly  and  tasteful.  It  will  contain  three 
dwellings  in  flats. 

The  plan  for  a new  two-story  school-house  at  Brightwood  will  soon  be  finished,  and 
builders  will  then  have  an  opportunity  to  send  in  their  proposals  for  its  erection.  It 
will  be  constructed  of  brick,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $15,000. 

Marvin  Chapin’s  elegant  residence  on  Mattoon  street,  now  under  construction  by  J. 
M.  Currier  & Co.,  at  a cost  of  $25,000,  is  nearly  completed,  so  far  as  its  exterior  is  con  - 
cerned,  and  the  workmen  are  putting  on  the  backing  for  the  tower  roofs.  Work  upon 
the  interior,  which  is  to  be  rich  in  design  and  with  a sumptuous  finish  in  native  woods, 
will  be  begun  in  a few  days. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Bryant  is  building  on  Maple  street,  near  Mulberry,  a handsome  dwelling- 
house  which  will  soon  receive  its  roof.  It  will  be  two  stories  high,  with  basement  and 
French  roof,  and  its  trimmings  are  of  Ohio  stone.  Mr.  Chauncey  Shepard  is  the  designer 
and  builder.  C.  R.  Whittemore  is  doing  the  brick  and  stone  work.  It  will  cost  when 
finished  $20,000. 

The  county  commissioners  are  expected  soon  to  award  the  contract  for  improvements 
at  the  jail  and  house  of  correction,  according  to  plans  recently  furnished  by  George  E. 
Potter.  The  present  kitchen,  boiler  room  and  bakery  are  to  be  torn  away,  and  a new 
building  constructed  for  similar  purposes,  inclosing  a yard  which  has  long  been 
needed,  about  100  feet  long  by  28  wide.  The  building  proposed  will  contain  a kitchen 
38  by  32  feet,  with  set  kettles,  pantries,  etc.,  a bakery  23  by  10  feet,  boiler  room  30  by 
23  feet,  and  a room  for  storing  straw  23  by  8 feet.  It  will  be  very  neat  in  external  and 
internal  appearance.  Its  cost  has  not  yet  been  estimated. 

The  $25,000  residence  at  the  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Mattoon  streets,  erected  for  Dr. 
T.  F.  Breck  by  Norcross  Brothers  of  Worcester  and  D.  J.  Curtis  of  this  city,  is  receiv- 
ing its  interior  finish,  the  upper  portion  being  of  the  English  bai'onial  style,  and  the 
lower  decidedly  French. 

Josiah  Perkins  is  engaged  upon  designs  for  a brick  block  of  five  tenement  houses, 
which  Daniel  McCauley  proposes  to  build  on  Bond  street.
